We pay almost $30
now and the increase would be $15 more a month.

Peaks Mill Water District just recently got an increase on their water. We pay both our water and sewer
bills to Peaks Mill Water District. Our water bill went from $15 to $18 dollars to $25 to $30 a month and
this is for two individuals.

The economy is not in good shape. Salaries are not increasing. Social Security, which we are on, is not
increasing and neither is retirement income. We paid more for our home than it is now worth and we
just recently had to replace a macerator for the sewer which cost us over $3800. If Classic Construction
wants to update their equipment, what happened to the income they have earned from 2003 to the
present?
